the six survivors of the steamer how 
many lifeboats were lowered, but it is 
believed here that only two left the 
craft and that they are the ones cast 
upon the Nova Seotia shore.

2''.- Having been 
held up for years by the grafting of 
custom house Inspectors and weigh 
ers,

say 
th a t th e whole custom s service in this 
city is rotten from tile bottom up- 
ward. 
How far up the rottenness ex­ 
tends few of them Could guess, be 
cause the beautifully complete system 
of robbing the governm ent through 
false weights and retu rn s and collect­ 
ing bribes for prompt service forced 
im porters to deal with little crooks. 
T he little crooks ran around on the 
edge of a wheel of graft, taking th** 
nam e of a fruit for a passw ord and 
doing business coarsely over straight 
whisky in th** hack rooms of w ater­ 
side bars. 
W ho lay quietly In th** 
center of the wheel and along the 
spokes, taking 
a fat 
sh are of 
the 
blackmail the lit th* crooks collected, 
is a m a tte r which interests men who 
have been forced for years, they say. 
to be dishorn s? them selves in order 
to get their shipm ents handled h> th** 
petty officials of the custom 
house. 
Tho small im porters and the custom 
house brokers say th a ! they are eager 
to know who benefits most by th* 
practice In th e custom s 
service 
of 
corrupting 
im porters 
and 
seducing 
them to b r e a k the law. 
T he end of the hi us lea case in the 
criminal branch of th** I’nit* *1 S tates 
circuit court, when Philip M usics, an 
Im porter w*ho had pleaded guilty of

in 
cheese-weighing 
frauds, was rem anded for sentence by 
Judge Holt, and the indignant com­

Cut a small hole In the middle of the 
top fold and from It cut a straight sift 
about a yard long down the middle of 
the front piece. 
Bind around the hole 
and down each side of the silt with 
three-quarter Inch white tape. 
The 
opening can be out back and hemmed, 
lf preferred, or can be bound with nar­ 
row wash ribbon In a contrasting color 
to the cheesecloth. 
Fasten tapes at each side of the neck 
opening and about six Inches apart to 
the bottom of the silt. 
If the covers 
are intended as gifts and lf there are 
several women lo a family it is a good 
idea to work three initials on the 
cheesecloth Just below the opening. 
Use white mercerized cotton and pad 
well underneath to make the letters 
ra Ised.
